of the opinion at Judge Carter, will be 
awaited with interest, a-s the validity 
of the act has not been praviou-sly at- 
tacked on the grounds adv.'UH'ed. 


Counsel for. the heirs argue that the 


fact that the Inheritance tax estab- 
lishes a. tax where the will provides 
^hat the remainder of the estate, after 
the death of the beneficiary, goes to a 
linea.1 descendant, "while no lax is pro- 
vided for where no provision for the 
disposal of the collateral remainder is 
made to take place after the death of 
the heir, makes it void, as in -conflict 
with that part at th* constitution of 
the State which provides that all priv- 
ileges in the 
same classes 
shall be 


equally taxed. 


The will of Mr. Rulings provided that 


after the death of "hi'R son and grandson 
the part of the estate IK? had left thorn 
should desoer.d to their 
lineal heirs. 


Under the law the estate so disposed 
of is taxable, whereas if it had beon 
left to the heirs without restrictions 
a.s to its disposal after their death and 
by them left to some institution or to 
persons out of the lineal line of descent 
i.t could not be taxed. 


Judge Carter, after having listened

of currency 
and 


bank reform that would command the 
support of a majority of each house 
of Congress. 


This committee was, however, con- 


fronted by the fact th.at whatever bill 
Is carried throug-h Congress must be 
put forward as a Republican 
party 


measure, and must have the support 
of practically 
the entire 
Republican 


membership in the House, where their 
majority Is very small. 


There were disagreements among the 


members of the committee themselves, 
and even these who were prepared to 
endorse the principle of the Indianap- 
olis scheme were unable to get togeth- 
er as to details. The very moderate 
scheme agreed upon by the committee- 
men represents not only, their judg- 
ment as. to what they will be able to 
get 'through ths House,-but what they 
were .a'ble to agree upon themselves. 


The program, however, Is generally 


looked :upon as a step In 'he right di- 
rection: It proposes to adopt definitely 
the gold standard by enacting into pos-

The proposed authorization of banks 


of small capital in small towns .Is .to 
meet trie complaint of committees in 
the South and West that they are com 
pelled to do their banking in the large 
cities, and tha.t the profits on this bus- 
iness nre withdrawn from their neigh- 
borhoods.
